All forces of good will in the world must work together to stop the war, 
end the sufferings of the peoples of Indochina and restore peuce - true 
peace with independence and no foreign interference - to start reconstruct- 
ion. 

This rofjuires still greater efforts. V/c must show that we live up to our 
responsibilities, our words and our noble aims. 

Hoping for your- active participation in this undertaking and in the World 
Asaembly in Paris, we send, you all our good wishes.

Since then five more Stockholm Confe'rebces have been held at 
crucial moments of the war, and the l.^orld i.ssembly in Paris now being 
prepared' can be regarded as' the 7th Stockholm Conference, on Vietnam. 

The Stockholm Conference on Vietnam also has taken the initiative to the 
International Commission of Znquiry into US Crimes in Indochina which, 

80 far, has had two sessions, one in .Stockliolm in October 1970 and one 
in Oslo in June 1971. Finally, as a result of another initiative from 
the StockJiolm Conference, and International Trade Union Conference on 1 
Indochina is being prepared. 

The Stockholm Conference has always vorlccd in clorc co-operation with 
the true representati vos cf the Vietnamese people - the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam and the XLF-Pr.G - and more recently also v|th the 
Lao Patriotic Front and as far as Cambodia is concerned with the FUNK 
ond the I'oyal Govornnent of Nutiunol Union headed by Samdcch Norodom 
Sihanouk.
